On the 
other hand, Switzerland has become 
equally dependent on the Central 
Powers in general and on Germany 
in particular, for equally essential 
commodities, the mogt important of 
which are coal, iron, chemical fer- 
tilizers and potatoes. That the 
Central Powers should not supply us 
sratuitously with coal and iron is as 
natural as it is natural that the Al-

Burning exciusively German 
coal, the Swiss people suffered less 
from last winter's cold than the Ger- 
man people themselves. Last year 
three-fourths of our imported pota- 
toes were furnished us by Germany.

Once during the week, Billy Sunday 
had to stop his prayer for a while, 
so that che people could do their 
cheering. When they subsided he 
went on with his petition to the 
Almighty. 

Last night the invocation was 
viven by Evangelists Hermiston of 
the Baptist Chapel Car, and then 
Mr. Sunday preached one of his 
most famous sermons. This was on 
“The Timid Woman.” It was based 
on the biblical incident of the wom- 
an who pressed into the throng and 
simply touched the hem of the 
garment worn by Jesus, but through 
her faith she was healed of a dis- 
ease of twelve years’ standing. 

The sermon was one of the most 
direct that Billy has yet preached 
in its laying down of the lines of 
rigid orthodoxy. It was strong in 
its condemnation of “isms and 
«chisms.” 4 

“TO HELL WITH IT.” 

“T have no objection to a new 
theology,” said Billy Sunday, “if its 
newness consists of making old 
2 more clearly understood, but 
r its newness ¢onsists in trying to 
take the old truths out of our hearts, 
then to hell with their theology. 

“You can recast your theology, 
but you can't recast the truth. The 
truth is that the Bible is the word 
of God; that Jesus Christ is the Son 
of God; that you are saved by faith 
in His blood. You can recast your 
theology all you want to, but you 
cannot recast these truths.” 

With a remarkable wealth of 
incident that had direct application 
to the points made, the evangelist 
pressed home his urging of the as- 
remblage to start in the Christian 
life.

And yet the great- 
est man the nineteenth century pro- 
duced, George Miller, was converted 
in a prayer meeting, and collected 
over $18,000,000, and fed and 
clothed and educated 4000 orphan 
children, all in response to prayer— 
converted in a neighborhood prayer 
meeting. 

Now, the preacher never knows 
the full results of his message, and 
it is a good thing he can't. He 
might become so puffed up with 
pride that his wife couldn't live with 
him, or he'd get discouraged and go 
into the life insurance business. It 
is only now and then that you are 
permitted to know what has been 
done; and yet, whoever lifts a hand 
or opens his lips in the Master’s 
name may rest assured that some- 
thing will happen, somebody will 
receive a blessing through which 
they will never be the same again, 
never.

The project to conserve, control 
and put to use for power and irri- 
gation the waters of the unruly Col- 
orado’ River is one of the most in- 
teresting engineering studies in the 
world today. Engineers are enthu- 
silastic over the possibilities, for 
they declare it to be feasible from 
an engineering polnt of view and 
are profoundly impressed with the 
opportunities to add enormously to 
the development and wealth of the 
country. Men who have gone into 
the subject deeply place it second 
only to the Panama Canal in im- 


portance. 

Louis C. Hul. engineer for years 
with the United States Reclamation 
Service and who has made exten- 
sive surveys of the Colorado River 
and its tributaries, is authority for 
the statement that enough water 
can be impounded at an estimated 
‘cost of $50,000,000 to supply all the 
frrigable land south of the Grand 
Canyon in California, Colorado, Wy- 


oming, Utah, Nevada, Arizona, New 


Mexico and all that Mexico would 
use. The cost of distributing sys- 
‘tems and power plants is not o- 
cluded in the $50,000,000 estimate. 

The Elephant Butte dam, the 
largest in America, has an impound- 
‘ing capacity of 2,600,000 acre feet. 
The Roosevelt dam makes possible 
the storage of 1,400,000 acre feet. 
One of the proposed reserv in 
the Colorado project at or near the 
‘junction of the Green and Grand 
‘rivers would impound 8,000,000 acre 
feet. 

Many details regarding the util- 
ization of the waters for power pur- 
poses yet remain to be worked out, 
but the possibilities as revealed 
surveys and investigation already 
made are amazing. 

A dam that could be buflt in 
Grand Canyon to a height of 100 
feét would, on an average flow, cre- 
ate 250,000 horse power. Another 
dam in Gore Canyon with a fall of 
525 feet would create 40,000 or more 
horse power. This is about forty 
miles from Leadville and ninety 
miles from Denver, by no means a 
‘formidably long transmission dis- 
tance. Just one of the proposed 
reservoirs, the Flaming Gorge on 
Green River. could alone reduce the 
summer peak by 60,000 second feet. 

It will probably require eight or 
ten years to complete the surveys 
and plans, build the reservoirs and 
distribute the water, but once the 
project is definitely decided upon, 
the work could be handled, in a 
feasible way, to secure some of the 
benefits much easier. Mr. Hill cites 
as one such possibility that by build- 
ing one dam to cost $4, 000,000 to 
$5,000,000, a tract of 290,000 acres 
in and nead Palo Verde Valle could 
be put under water. This could be 
done in about a year and would add 
to food —

union railway terminal in the Plaza 
district. The question of whether 
the association as an organization 
will actively support this great un- 
dertaking is to come up at an early 

meeting. 

PULLING TOGETHER. 
Perfect harmony exists between 
the owners and tenants of Hill street 
and Broadway on the question of 
the proposed extensions of the two 
thoroughfares. Some of tho leading 
members of the association have ex- 
tensive interests on Broadwa 
well as Hill, and have been seaeer 
identified with the proceedings for 
the South Broadway opening. Sev- 
eral of the larger Broadway busi- 
ness houses extend clear through 
the block and have entrances on 

street. Recognition is declared 
to be general on the two streets 
that whatever is done to facilitate 
traffic into the downtown district 
will benefit everybody. 

Following the lead ‘of Broadway, 
the association is preparing to get 
signatures for the installation of a 
new lighting stem for Hil! street. 
The organization proposes to use 
the same type of globes that have 
been specified for the Broadway sys- 
tem, utilizing the existing standards. 

The association has approved a 
Plan for reducing the congestion of 
traffic that has not been tried to 
date in Los Angeles. It recommends 
that from Ninth street south all cor- 
ner curbs on Hill street be rounded 
off to make a thirty-foot radius in- 
stead of the eight-foot radius now 
to be found at most corners. The 


— it is pointed out, would leave, 
ample room for sidewalk purposes, 
while at the same time greatly en- 
larging the turning space for vehi- 
cles at corners. Builders at street 
intersections are urged to round off 
the corners of their buildings to 
parallel the curve of the curb. North 
of Ninth it is suggested that the 
same plans be carried out wherever 
it is feasible. 

A special committee of the asso- 
ciation has taken in hand the ques- 
tion of getting a new name for the 
street, it being held that the name 
of “Hill” does not properly suggest 
the business charficter of the thor- 
oughfare. Among the names being 
considered are Market“ street, 
“Tradeway” and “Fifth avenue.” 

Owners on Hill are being urged 
to tear down all old residences and 
other frame buildings that are not 
in keeping with the business im- 
provements on the more modern 
parts of the street. They are also 
being asked to remove trees that 
have ceased to be ornamental. 

The owners generally are being 
advised to brush up their present 
improvements and to build modern 
structures on sites that are vacant 
or where edifices are antiquated and 
unsightly. Leading members of the 
association have agreed to finance 
buildings for owners where respon- 
sible tenants can be secured.

Factory 
after factory, already located in 
Akron, gained a nation-wide busi- 
ness. Many new enterprises were 
launched. 

Akron naturally became the rub- 
ber center and profited most. First 
because Akron was home to the men 
who were able to profit by the ex- 
perience of the pioneer company and 
see the future of the rubber business 
from a sane standpoint. Second, 
these men could contract with the 
Goodrich people to manufacture 
their goods in small quantities until 
their selling organization could sup- 
port a factory of its own.

SPEED-TRAP TOWN.

through the town; it is known far 
and wide by reputation, but unfor- 
tunately, the citizens whose servant 
this official is, do no trealize their 
borough is being injured, so he con- 
| tinues in office, says the Pittsburgh 
Gazette-Times. 

The proprietor of a speed trap 
prefers to deal with motor car own- 
| ers living twenty-five or thirty miles 
away. Some time after the evil day 
in one case it was six weeks—the 
driver gets a notice telling him that 
once upon a time he exceeded the 
speed limit in a certain town by 
covering a mile in less than the le- 
gal time, and must appear on a cer- 
tain day for a hearing. Attached is 
a blank by means of which the cul- 
prit may plead guilty and signify 
his willingness to pay whatever fine 
and costs are assessed against him. 
Now the speed-trap proprietor banks 
on the probability that the motorist 
is a busy man who does not wish to 
be annoyed with appearing twenty- 
five or thirty miles away for a hear- 
ing at which he certainly would be 
adjudged guilty anyhow, and will 
remit without a protest, although 
he may be morally certain he 
crawled through the town at a 
snail's pace. So the burgess goes on 
assessing his fines and costs and is 
happy in the possession of a “good 
thing.” . 

Recently motorists have begun to 
fight these traps. They have been 
turning the summons over to a law- 
yer and having him get in touch 
with the situation and give the trap 
proprietor a scare. If an official is 
out to commit highway robbery in a 
strictly up-to-date fashion he is 
usually fearful of legal proceedings 
because he doesn't wish to endanger 
his job. So he is willing to “dismiss” 
cases against men who show a dis- 
position to fight back. 

Motorists driving over a territory 
constantly find out these traps and 
avoid them wherever possible, which 
means villages here and there are 
losing valuable transient trade 
through the evil intentions of a sin- 
gle official. Nearly all the touring 
is done by orderly people in good 
financial circumstances: they can 
make a route or a town popular, to 
the advantage of merchants selling 
fuel, oll, tires. accessories and re- 
freshments. They can put a town 
“on the man” it its people will wel- 
come them and make their visits 
pleasant. But no matter how popu- 
lar a town has been as a motoring 
point, let it become known as a 
speed trap and its custom will fan 
off.

BALANCING WIRES WHEELS.

If the American and Natjonal 
Leagues were as evenly matched as 
formerly, one might reasonably ex- 
pect the pendulum to swing onto the 
side of the latter in the pending 
world series under the general law 
of balance and breaks.

The National 
e then reformed and me 
supreme for three seasons, Chance's 
cohorts downing Detroit twice and 
the Pirates puting Jennings and his 
crew to the cutlass. Then came the 
reign of Connie Mack and the 
American League in general, only to 
be interrupted by the astounding 
exploit of the Braves in 1914. This 
is the one isolated splotch on the 
American League escutcheon since | 
1909. In short, the Ban Johnson 
boys have won six out of the last 
seven post-season battles. This in 
itself is sufficient proof of the su- 
perior class of the younger circuit, 
and further evidence, if desired, can 
be produced by probing into the 
dope. : 
In short, barring freak reversals, 
a National League club must out- 
class its own circuit to successfully 
contend with the winner in the 
American League. It is not sufficient 
for a team to win in the National tn 
a close race as did the Phillies and 
Dodgers, but it must actually be 
too fast for its own league.

The company offi- 
cers are bent on getting the best 
of it for their men, while the 
quartermaster is bent on con- 
serving the government's sup- 
plies. Each conceives that it is 
his sacred duty to see that the 
interest he represents is pro- 
tected. The man who thinks 
that an officer’s life is one con- 
tinuous round of giving orders 
to other men, who must do nis 
bidding, is sorely mistaken. The 
captain of a company is charged 
with every article of food and 
clothing that goes to his men 
and if he ts able to conserve 
these supplies, he can gradually 
build up a company fund that 
will enable him at odd times to 
give the men a little surprise in 
the way of some coveted luxury 
in the way of “eats.” For the

DEMAGOGUES, DRINKS AND DISLOYALTY. 


I. 


ENATOR HIRAM JOHNSON of California is pleading for an 80 per 
cent. tax on war industries, being very impassioned and ora- 
torical about it as he always is when seeking the ear of the dear 
pee-pul. Senator Johnson hates ‘‘swollen fortunes.’’ He says so. 
He no longer feels the personal economic pressure which caused him 
to reply that Man must eat’’ when he was reproached for attaching 
himself to the swollen fortune“ of that notorious swindler—a 
swindier of workingmen—Daizell Brown, and as an attorney Johnson 
did his best to keep Brown from having to disgorge or being pun- 
ished. Having discovered the profit-sharing qualities of the reform 
movement, and for some years collecting about $30,000 annually 
in the $10,000 office of Governor—and having run an administration 
for eight years that more than doubled the State expenses, ending 
with annual figures somewhere around $40,000,000—and having 
stolen one United States Senatorship for his good friend, John D. 
Works, and later getting his pocket legislature to change the law so 
that he could with a semblance of legality appropriate the toga he 
now wears—and having done numerous other bits of tricky finance too 
numerous to catalogue but too flagrant to forget—Senator Johnson— 
with a solicitous eye to Presidential possibilities—now talks loudly 
and long in that vein best calculated to meet the approbation of the 
unreasoning and the unfair. | 

Senator Johnson has again got Into the same political bed with 
Senator La Follette and Sam Gompers, and together they are leading 
raids on industrial capital. Those have so much in common that 
even the fact that Senator Johnson sold out La Follette some six years 
ago for the price of being the tail of Roosevelt's flier for the Presiden- 
cy, counts for little in their present relations. La Follette was con- 
tent with a 65 per cent. tax, but Senator Johnson must show the dear 
pee-pul how much more ardently than La Follette he hates capital— 
and nothing less than an 80 per cent. tax will satisfy him. Eat 'em up! 


With some people it is specious argument to urge that 80 per 
cent. of war profits of private corporations should revert to the gov- 
ernment. The fallacy lies largely in the popular belief that corpora- 
tions distribute this money to various families of the idle rich,“ 
whose scions marry chorus giris after champagne suppers and whose 
debutantes marry syphilitic titles from Europe. 

A very small percentage of war profits, or of any other Industrial 
profits, finds its way to private expenditures. No. The profits are 
put back into factories, mills, railroads, and there expanded, en- 
larged, and not only create opportunities for employment—and this 
is the important thing to consider in war time—but so enlarge the in- 
dustrial facilities and output that the service to the country in a 
martial emergency is manifold and incalculable. War industries 
should be taxed and taxed heavily—none but ‘‘war babies’’ oppose 
that, and not all of them. But to follow out the idea which Hiram 
Johnson has appropriated from Senator La Follette and amplified, 
would put the United States in the plight of the stupid peasant that 
cut open the goose to get the golden eggs. Such a tax would be 
lovely, the first year, but decreasingly remunerative every succeed- 
ing year, until soon the 80 per cent. rate would bring less income to 
the treasury than the proposed 20 per cent. would bring if the lndus- 
tries were left to expand and develop. The industries would soon be 
squeezed dry; the brainy men, the big builders, would get out of the 


work and leave it to cheaper, incompetent-fellows, and the government 


would neither have a profitable source of taxation nor vast and 
efficient industries upon which to depend in war work. But eat em 
up,“ says Senator Johnson, eat em up!“ 

Casting back a bit into the past to get an analogy for the future, 
let it be supposed that l. W. W. Haywood, Sam Gompers and the So- 
cialists, whose thunders Senator Johnson is stealing, somé@ years ago 
had enforced confiscatory taxation on the Stee! Corporation. The 
Steel Corporation is selected as an instance because it is the biggest 
single industry under one management and against which Senator 
Johnson voices the most of his righteous horror. We will ignore the 
deteriorated product, the inadequate supply of material, and the loss 
of opportunities for employment which the expanding industry has 
opened during the past ten years to hundred of thousands of people 
from ore miners to structural iron workers, and all the other com- 
mercial relapses that would have followed the smothering repression 
of this mighty corporation in times of peace, and consider the war 
situation. The Allies would not have had the greatest steel mill in 
the world—for it would not have been the greatest—to draw on for 
finished material with which to check and hold the Germans. The 
United States would not have the fine quality, or immense supply, of 
steel for ships and guns, and Hindenburg would have been nearly 
right in saying America would amount to nothing.’’ The Times is 
not putting a halo around Mr. Schwab or intimating that his steel cor- 
poration is going to win this war, but his corporation has done and 
will do more than any other single industry on earth—because it is 
the biggest, and thoroughly American. ‘And it is not too much to say 
that if Mr. Schwab, and the other big men of industry, had not during 
the past years been permitted to build up and spread out their plants 
by repouring into them the great profits, the so-called ‘‘swollen 
fortunes,’’ the United States could not win any modern war. 

Some years ago Mr. Schwab was offered $85,000,000 for his in- 
terest in the Steel Corporation. He refused it, saying: What would I 
do with all that money if I gave up my job’’—and there you are. Mr. 
Schwab knows very well what he can do with $85,000,000 as long as 
he is expanding and building the mills of his company, preparing them 
for the emergencies of peace or war with the fine vision of business 
genius. But take away his profits, confiscate his building material— 
money—which affords expansion and development meet for his vision 
and capability and he would retire, as would all the other master men 
of industry if similarly treated. . 

Senator Johnson is always a politician. As for war, he does noth- 
The country would be as well fitted for war if he had 
He has shown his true colors and labeled him- 
self unmistakably by joining the Socialistic demagogues in this 
crusade against the industries. Ha, ha! Likewise Huh! No poli- 
tician was ever yet elected President on the eat em up” platform.

Orgarfization of the companies is 
proceeding rapidly. There will be 
150 men in each. Later these com- 
panies will be reduced to fifty men 
and the ranks will be filled by new 
errivals at the camp. In this way 
each company will have one-third

words, a general-purpose machine.

This is a burning 
Questions in view of the present 
high cost of food, with no signs of 
any relief. The question is discussed 
at some length in “A Tractor An- 
alysis,”

The of all food. production 
has a steady increase since 1897, 
when the period of overproduction 
Came to an end. The Huropean war 
is a contributing factor to the pres- 
ent high prices. but is not entirely 
responsible for them. With the com- 
ing of peace and a resumption of 
the normal population increase we 
can expect the high prices of food 
to 

regards production in America, 
the shortage is not so much with 
the number of acres farmed, as with 
the yield secured. The acre yield in 
America under our extensive system 
is low, although the man yield is 
high. In Europe and Asiatic coun- 
tries, under, systems of tensive 
farming, the acre yield is and 
the man yield is low. 

For example, the acre yield of 
wheat in America is a little more 
than fourteen bushels, while in Ger- 
many it is thirty-one bushels; in 
France almost thirty bushels, in 
Japan twenty-four bushels. But the 
yearly income for each farm family 
in America is approximately 11000, 
as compared with $580 for Germany, 
$670 for France and $235 for Japan. 

Today each person in the United 
States consumes on an average be- 
tween five and six bushels of wheat 
per year, and each family consumes 
on an average of half a ton of meat 
per year. Under the new systems of 
farming fewer people are needed on 
the farm to produce a living for the 
world, and more peuple are engaged 
in nonproductive occupations in 
towns 

Formerly a farm supported a fam- 
ily and produced a small surplus to 
supply the needs of a few people 
who lived in town. Today the farms 
are required to support three “fami- 
lies at home and then supply some 
foodstuffs to be shipped abroad. 

Not so many years ago the farm 
hand could be hired for $15 a month 
with board and 2 ve 
soon rose to $20 and $26 and kept 
going up until now $30 to $40 is the 
average price and some farmers are

on the large 
farms of the Central West are suffi: 
clent to feed, clothe and educate the 
farmer’s family and give them many 
of the pleasures of life. Therefore 
he doesn’t worry, but if it can be 
shown. that by the use of tractors 
and other modern machinery he can 
double his income with the same 
effort, he gets busy at once. 

The standard of intelligence of the 
people on the farm in any country 
is directly related to the income de- 
riv from farming as compared 
with that derived from other occu- 
pations. If farming is allowed to 
become leas profitable per capita. in 
comparison with other occupations 
the business will be given over to 
less efficient persons than are now on 
the farm. 

The tendency, however, is now in 
the other direction. Great surprise 
was caused by the 1910 census, 
which showed that many of the rich 
western agricultural Statee had lost 
in farm population. An analysis of 
the change shows that it was due to 
modern inventions and improved 
farm machinery, enabling one man 
to do the work required of three 
men under the old system. 

As time goes on it becomes more 
and more apparent that tractors and 
other modern farm implements, by 
doing away with extra help end sav- 
ing time and labor, are bound to 
make our farms more and more pro- 
ductive with the same amount of ac- 
tual work. The same number of 
farmers five years from now will 
probably turn out 50 per cent. more 
crops on the same amount of land 
as they n do now and will have 
time enough to cultivate more land 
without ingreasing their supply of 
human help. 

The farm tractor and modern 
farm machinery seem to be the fac- 
tors destined to turn a possible age 
of near-starvation into one of plenty.

The first annual farm tractor 
demonstration of the agricultural 
department of Purdue University, 
Lafayette, Ind., attracted attention 


that indicated much the same belief 
among the farmers of the more 
northern section of the country. 
Such a large crowd of fafmers from 
Indiana, Ohio and Illinois were at- 
tracted to Lafayette the members of 
the faculty who had charge of the 
demonstrations had to abandon 
their programme and separate the 
men into Squads for instruction.

E HAVE always used ribbon to 
decorate our blouses, hats and 
dresses. Indeed, ribbon trim-— 
ming has been a prime favorite 

for as long as any one can remember. 
But recently fashion has decreed that 
ribbon shall not only adorn garments, 
but that yards and yards of ribbon, 
cleverly cut and tacked and sewed, shall 
constitute whole articles of wearing ap- 
parel. These ribbon dainties will have 
an especial appeal on the fancywork 
table at the bazaar. 

The unique hat for afternoon or infor- 
mal evening wear, tho it looks so com- 
plicated is in reality the simplest con- 
trivance possible. A buckram foundation 
of desirable or becoming shape may be 
procured at any of the popular twe- 
Priced stores.
